Comes as a Surprise. 
It was the general belief that General 


eral Garcia and Admiral Sampson in the 
camp of the Cuban insurgents at Aser- 
radero. Evidently he has been moved by 
circumstances, and Colonel Allen's dispatch 
this afternoon created as much surprise as 
gratification. His promptness in reporting 
the first landing on foreign soil of American 
soldiers in a body, determined upon con- 
quering a common enemy, is highly com- 
mended in every branch of the government 
which has been made cognizant of it. 

In landing his troops Shafter is believed to 
be following out the plans sent to him by the 
War department, with the alterations he 
made after his conference with Garcia and 
Sampson, in which event the invaders are 
probably now establishing their camps both 
east and west of the entrance to the harbor. 

Colonel Allen’s station at Playa del Este 
will probably be selected by Shafter as gen- 
eral headquarters, since it offers easy com- 
munication with Washington over the new- 
ly repaired telegraph line, and with Sampson 
from the shore, the port being situated di- 
rectly at the water’s edge, as it were. 

Playa del Este is twenty miles west of the 
mouth of Guantanamo Bay and the same 
distance east of the entrance to Santiago 
harbor. It is so situated that while landing 
his troqps at Baiquiri, from whose water 
front a great iron pier extends out into the 
sea, Shafter could by courier send word to 
the President in twenty minutes. 


Landing West of Playa del Este. 

It is believed, however, Shafter is landing 
the greater part of his troops immediately 
west of Playa del Este, distributing them all 
along the coust from Baiquiri to Aguadores, 
‘which is situated at the point of the shore 
where the channel of Santiago Bay breaks 
the land and is directly back of Morro Castle. 

In using this portion of the coast for land- 
ing his main division, however, it is said 
Shafter disregards codperation of the in- 
surgents, who are said to be encamped at 
Aserradero, twenty miles west, on the bay 
entrance, ahd, unless it was a part of the 
general plan of landing, for Garcia to sta- 


‘tion his soldiers well back from the coast to 


guard the advance from the transports. 

It would be impossible, according to those 
familiar with the geography of Cuba, how- 
ever, to effect landings in large forces else- 
where than at Baiquirl, as no other port in 
the vicinity possesses the same admirable 
facilities. It would. be an easy matter for 
the transports to tie up to the iron pier 
there, which is owned by a Spanish-Amer- 
ican foundry company, and disembark the 
troops, regiment by regiment, and march 
them to the main land at whatever portion 
of the coast Shafter may select for camp- 

urposes. 

a ye be taken into consideration that 
he would find it impossible to Cisembark all 
his troops at Baiquiri for several reasons, 
one of which is his plan of distributing the 
soldiers along the coast as far west as Aser- 
radero and east to Guantanamo. While Shaf- 
ter supervised the landing of the troops along 
that part of the coast which lies between 
the channel and Baiquiri, his staff officers 
probably put several regiments off at Aser- 
radero, where the insurgents under Garcia 
and Rabi were ready to receive them.

The ar- 
guments of the counsel for the defense were 
based to a large extent on the word ‘ de- 
mand,’ and they endeavored to throw the 
blame of the Dreyer trouble on the failure 
of the National Bank of Illinois, but they 
were unable to prove that the concern op~_ 


erated by the man on trial here lost any 


considerable sum by the failure. The ju- 
dicial interpretation of the word ‘demand’ 


eliminated from the minds of the jurors the 


fog thrown there by the lengthy citation of 
authorities and made a verdict easy.”’ 

State’s Attorney Deneen asked: “ How 
could it be otherwise? The law, the evidence, 
and the facts were plain.

AMERICAN WARSHIP NEAR SPAIN. 


([SPRCIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


London, June 22.—Spain's latest desperate 
efforts for assistance are being made in 
South America, among the countries that 
struggled for years to throw off her barbar- 
ous yoke. 

The Daily Mail publishes in a dispatch from 
Madrid information furnished semi-officially 
from both Spain and South American diplo- 
mats that South and Central American re- 
publics are planning to form a coalition to 
prevent the United States’ territorial ex- 
tensions. 

The story seriously asserts these republics 
will hold a conference after the war is ended. 
If the United States shows indications of a 
policy of extending its rule over all the West- 
ern Hemisphere the South American repub- 
lies will form an armed federation to fight 

‘the United States. The dispatch says: 

“No doubt exists that Spain will t 
great interest in the scheme. It is e 
considered likely she will herself go into 
the league, contributing soldiers and war- 
ships. The war has revived largely the 
sympathy of the Hispano-American repub- 
lics for Spain and consequently of Spain 
towards them. It has also aroused the dis- 
trust and dislike of the South and Central 
American republics toward the United 
States, After the war is finished the re- 
publics of Spanish origin will feel the neces- 
sity of defending themseves against the 
United’ States, while Spain will be looking 
for revanche. The union of all of them 
is unlikely under the circumstances.”’ 

The articlé declares the only reason Chile 
didn’t sell warships to Spain was the fear 
that war was imminent with Argentina over 
the boundary. Even now the differences be- 
tween these two may hinder, to a certain 
extent, the completion of the federation 
plans. 

According to this scheme each republic is 
to furnish its proportion of an army and 
navy for a common force to resist the 
United States. They wil) wait, however, 
until they see what the United States will 
do with Cuba and Puerto Rico. . 


Basis of Proposed Union. 


Commenting on the proposed coalition, the 
Mail‘s correspondent at Madrid says:

lics. In countries so subject to revolutionary 
outbreaks it would be an easy task for the 
United States to foment insurrectionary 
movements+as the Spaniards claim has been 
done in Cuba—with the object of finally in- 
tervening and absorbing these states indi- 
vidually or placing them under its protec- 
tion. 

‘“‘The Latin republics are firmly resolved 
to resist. Hence the conference, the delib- 
erations of which will be conducted in secret. 
The conference will not meet until after the 

conclusion of the. present war. The Latin 
rebite wish to see how the Americans 

will treat their Cuban protégés and also 
whether they will extend their operations 
to Puerto Rico, a territorial sphere which, 
it is contended, should be kept apart from 
the Cuban question, as the Puerto Ricans 
seem satisfied with Spanish rule. 

‘Should the doings of the Americans in 
Cuba and Puerto Rico confirm the belief 
that they wish first to control and ultimately 
to dominate the American continent, the 
whole of the South and Central American 
republics form themselves into a federa- 
tion, agreeing te make common cause 
with any one of them which,may come into 
conflict with the United States.” : 


Cadiz Fleet Has Not Returned. 
{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
Gibraltar, June 22.—Special information 
received from Cadiz today contradicts the 

reported return of the reserve fleet there. 

Admiral Camara, in his harangue to the 
officers of the fleet on board the Pelayo be- 
fore leaving, said among other things: 

“ We shall not return to Cadiz till our flag 
is wet with our enemy’s blood.”’ 

It was the belief in naval circles at Cadiz 
before the departure of the fleet that its 
destination was certainly the Canaries, fur- 
ther movements depending on events.

PLANS FOR A DUAL ATTACK ON THE STRONGHOLD OF SANTIAGO 


(Special Cable to the New York World and The Chicago Tribune.) - 
Off Santiago, June 22, via Port Antonio, Jamaica.— 
General Shafter is a man of action. He began to dis- 
embark a large portion of his army at noon today at 
Baiquiri, Juragua Bay, and the Bay of Baconao, twelve 
and fifteen miles east of Santiago. 

While the troops were being landed Admiral Samp- 
son’s ships bombarded several points simultaneously 
to confuse the Spaniards. The Cuban forces and the 
battleship Texas made a joint land and water attack 
on Mimanima, a few miles westward of Santiago, at 
the same time, to create a diversion in that direction. 

The landing is being made with great success. 
Long before this dispatch is read the American troops 
will be driving the Spanish outposts into Santiago, 

PLAN OF INVASION. 

Shafter’s plan of invasion involved, first, an attack 
on Manterola, west of Santiago, by the Ouban soldiers 
under Rabi; second, the shelling of Mazgamorra block-. 
house by the warships; third, the shelling of hills cov- -~ ~ 
ering every cove where a landing might be effected east 
of the harbor; tourth, the grouping of coal transports 
to the westto make the Spaniards believe the landing 
would take place there as soon as Mazamorra was 
taken.

SPANIARDS APPLY THE TORCH. 

Fires soon began to blaze in the town up the bay,, 
showing that the Spaniards were destroying it.

had now been forty hours off Santiago, the crowded 
troops huddled, impatient to land. Spanish riflemen 
dotted the hills, but there was no sign of fortifications. 

Fifteen miles west of this point the strategic game 

opened at 8 o’clock, when Rabi’s 2,000 Cubans at- 
tacked the Spanish forces at Mazamorra. The battle- 
ship Texas at the same time ran close in-shore and.

The Texas silenced the battery in forty minutes.

Columbus, O., June 22.—The Republican 
State convention here today was a record- 
breaker. Its session lasted less than two 
hours and most of that time was devoted to 
unseating a small minority of dissenters. 

After the contests were disposed of every- 
thing was unanimous and by acclamation. 
Five nominations were made within twelve 
minutes, including the presentation and the 
seconding speeches. The delegates after 
the convention perfected its permanent or- 
ganization were all Hanna men. If the fac- 
tions were not completely wiped out they 
were at least shut out. 

There was some doubt expressed as to 
two of the twenty-one members of the State 
Central committee—Brown of Toledo and 
Craighold of Dayton—but they were not 
long in announcing themselves as in accord 
with the majority, so that the party ma- 
chinery is entirely In the hands of the friends 
of Senator Hanna for the next year. While 


in such ‘full sway there were some who 


wanted to remove Charles L. Kurtz as the 
Ohio member of the Republican National 
co ittee, but Senator Hanna’s closest 
friefds prevented even consideration of such 
action. 
Governor Bushnell was not in the conven- 
tion hall today and none of his appointees 
Was present to hear the reading of the last 
resolution in the platform, which is gen- 
erally accepted as uncomplimentary to the 
Governor and the dissenting Republicans in 
the Legislature. During the recent legisla- 
tive investigation Cyrus Huling and H. M. 


Daugherty were the attorneys of Senator’ 


Hanna. Huling was today made chairman 
of the State Central committee and Daugh- 
erty is slated for the chairmanship of the 
State Executive committee. John R. Mal- 


loy, who was defeated for reélection as’ 


Clerk of the House last winter after he had 
been nominated by the Republicdn caucus, 
is slated for Secretary of the State com- 
mittee. 


Text of the Platform. 


Following is the platform adopted: 

1. We reaffirm the declaration of facts and 
principles adopted by the eleventh National Re- 
publican ‘convention at St. Louis June 17, 1896. 


2. We congratulate the country upon the fact | 


that—in response to the demand of the St. Louis 
platform and of the will of the people, expressed 
at the polls in November, 1896—protection and

-4 Increasing trade with our neighboring re- 
publics om the west coast of South America and 
our recent victory in the Philippine Islands, with 
all the responsibilities attached thereto, remind 
us that it is essential to our prosperity and safety 
that our Atlantic and Pacific borders be joined 
by the nearest practicable waterway; we there- 
fore favor the construction by the United States 
of the Nicaragua Canal, to the end that our com- 
merce may be extended in time of peace and our 
coasts protected in time of war. 

5. We ask the Congress of the United States to 
enlarge and make more effective our navy, so 
that our country may take and occupy her proper 
place among the nations of the earth. It must 
be adequate at all times for defense against for- 
eign foes, to secure the just rights of American 
capital, enterprise, and commerce in all parts of 
the world, and to command respect for our flag 
every where. 

6. We most heartily approve of the steps now 
being taken by Congress and the President pro- 
viding for the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands as a part of the United States, and here- 
by express the urgent wish that the same be 
fully accomplished at the earliest practicable 
date by the passage by the Senate of the joint 


resolution which has already met with the ap-. 


proval of the House of Representatives. 

7. Knowing that fustice and humanity alike 
make it our duty to put an end to the hopeless and 
barbarous warfare waged by Spain against Cuba, 
and secure for that unhappy island a free and 
stable government,’ we most heartily approve of 
the declaration of war made by the United States 
against Spain, and pledge our lives and fortunes 


| for the purpose of. bringing it to a quick and 


successful termination. 

& We indorse and approve the patriotic Ame-- 
ican administration of William McKinley. We 
commend the great statesmanship displayed by 
him in his tireless endeavors to secure an honora- 
ble settlement of the Cuban question by diplo- 
matic methods and his fearless refusal to be 
driven into war until all hopes of a peaceful 
settlement had failed and wise and needful steps 
had been taken to prepare for hostilities. We 
heartily indorse the conduct of the war by the 
administration and feel confident that time will 
continue more and more to demonstrate the great 
wisdom and matchless leadership of President 
McKinley, so far remarkably displayed in his 
management of the war and its conduct, and we 
rejoice with him that in the present crisis tha 
American people are united in sustaining him 
and that patriotism has completely obliterated 
the last vestige of sectional feeling.

HOLDUP MAN IS SHOT 


Attempt to Rob a Chicago 
General Car Conductor. 


FATAL BULLET IS SPED. 


John Graves Mortally Wounded 
and Accomplice Caught. 


FRAY NEAR LOOMIS STREET. 


While attempting to rob the conductor of 
a Chicago General Electric railway west- 
bound car at Twenty-second and Loomis 
streets at 10:50 o'clock last night John. alias 
* Red,” Graves was shot and fatally wound- 
ed by Conductor Edward Spickney. John 
Haggerty was arrested and locked up at the 
Canalport Avenue Station. 

A dozen passengers, men and women, were 
in the car, and as it approached the west 
crossing of Loomis street four men signaied 
the motorman, McAuliffe, to stop. The car 
was brought to a standstil, and the four 
men climbed on. Two of them got on the 
front and the others on the rear piatform.

MRS, EPPENSTEIN’S 
STOLEN JEWELRY 
INVOLVES FOUR MEN. 


Three of the Quartet Arrested and 

Identified, and Fourth Thought 

“to Be Close to Capture—Part of 
~ Diamonds Recovered. 


Three of the four men who entered the 
home of Mrs. Maurice Eppenstein, 4444 Wa- 
bash avenue, Nov. 29, 1897, and robbed her of 
$4,000 worth of jewelry, are thought to be 
under arrest at the Cottage Grove Avenue 


_ Police Station. One of the three has con- 


fessed, it is said, implicating the other two 
and a third, who was the instigator of the 
affair, whom the police hope to arrest with- 
in a few hours. A large part of the stolen 
jewelry has been recovered and the re- 
mainder has been traced by the police and 
wiil soon be in the hands of the owher. The 
fourth man is supposed to be the son of a 
prominent Jew. 

Officer Connick. has been working on the 
case continuously since the robbery took 
place. One of the present suspects was ar- 
rested before, but the police were unable to 
hold him. The additional evidence secured 
by the confession led to the rearrest. 

Yesterday motning Mrs. Eppenstein was 
brought to the station and positively identi- 
fied the three men as her assailants.’ The 
prisoners had been ‘closely questioned by 
Lieutenant O’Brien, but until yesterday 
nothing was learned from them, when Officer 
Connick examined the prisoners and suc- 
ceeded in securing a confession. | 

The robbery of Mrs. Eppenstein's home 
took place about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The only occupants of the house at the time 
were Mrs. Eppenstein anda servant. The 
latter answered the ring and found three 
men standing at the door, purporting to be 
officers. Thinking her husband or one of 
her sons might have been injured and the 
officers sent to notify her, she went to the 
head of the stairs. She was at once seized 
and locked in a room along with the servant, 
while the men robbed the house at their 
leisure.

Before the robbers had time to realize what 
was ging on Spickney, who is slight built 
but athletic. struck one of them a terrific 
blow in the mouth, knocking him backward 
from the car. Before the second man could 


} recover from his surprise Spickney had 


pressed his revolver against the robber'’s 
breast and pulled the trigger. The bullet 
entered the man’s body just below the heart. 
He turned to jump from the car and as he 
did so Spickney fired again, the second bullet 
lodging in the back of the fellow's neck. 


One Robber Is Arrested. 


The two robbers on the first piatform had 
scarcely time to assault Motorman Mc- 
Auliffe when the sound of the shots alarmed 
them and they sprang from the car and ran. 
One of them ran west in Twenty-second 
street and had not gone more than 200 feet 
when he ran into the arms of Patrol Sergeant 
Max Danner of the Canalport Avenue Sta- 
tion. He was recognized as John Haggerty 
and was locked up at the Canalport Avenue 
Station, His companion and the man who 
had been knocked from the rear platform of 
the car by a blow of Conductor Spickney’s 
fist escaped, but the police know them and 
are confident they will have them in custody 
within a few hours. “ 

The wounded robber ran north in Loomis 
street for nearly a half block, when he was 
stopped by Patrolman Sullivan, who demand- 
ed to know where he was going. . 

‘**I am going for a priest to attend a man 
who has been badly hurt,”’ was the reply. 

As he said this Sullivan noticed the blood 
streaming from the wound in the back of his 
neck. The robber began to grow weak and 
gradually sank to the sidewalk. The officer 
called a wagon and the stricken man wags 
taken tothe County Hospital. There he was 
recognized as John, alias “ Red” Graves, 
and his wounds were said to be fatal. 

Among the dozen passengers on the car 
were several women, two of whom, who re- 
fused to tell their names, fainted. At the. 
sound of the shots men and women jumped 
from the car or threw themselves under the 
car seats for safety. 


Witnesses of the Assault.’ 

Among the passengers whose names the 
police were able to get were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Mulherne, 3601 West Sixty-sixth 
street, and John Touhy, 8046 Vincennes road. 

After the shooting Conductor Spickney 
was perfectly cool, and said he had been ex- 
pecting a call from the robbers and had de- 
termined to give them a warm reception. 
He was warmly complimented by the pas- 
sengers and police for his bravery. ‘ 

The police say they know the two men who 
escaped, but decline to tell their names until 
after their arrest. All four of the men, it is 
said, live in the neighborhood in which the 
attempted holdup occurred, and have unen- 
viable reputations. They have been em- 
ployed occasion®\y in the box factories in 
that locality and Tiave been arrested at vari- 
ous times. 


FEARS THE FAMILY 
‘OF GEN. AUGUSTI IS 
KILLED BY REBELS. 


Shanghai Dispatch Says That 
Alarm Is Felt for the Wife and 
Children of the Captain General 
of the Philippines. 


London, June 23.—Reports from Manila, 
says a special dispatch from Shanghai, indi- 
cate existence of fears that Sefiora Augusti, 
wife of Captain General Augusti, and her 
children have been “massacred by the rebels 
on the Bulacan. It is thought,. according 
to the same adfices, that this is the reason 
of the unwillingness of General Aguinaido, 
the insurgent leader, to allow the British 
Consul to start to rescue them. 


GEN. VON RABE’S ASSAILANT. 


Arrest of a German Soldier on Suspicion 
of Attempting to Kill an 
Officer 


Berlin, June 22.—A corporal of the Forty- 
seventh Regiment has been arrested on sus- 
picion of firing at General von Rabe, wound- 


ing him in the leg and killing his horse, dur- 
. ing the military review yesterday at Deutsch 
Eylau, near Osterode, East Prussia. . 
General von Rabe, who is still uncon- 
scious, was shot at the same place last year, 
owing, it is supposed, to the extreme se- 
verity of the Giscipline he enforced on the

I should 
not have spoken as I did. I freely confess 
that. I shou!d not have lost my temper. 
But your Honor did not hear what Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Barnes said to me 
across the table. He said my firm had a 
reputation for trickery, as well as myself. 

‘“* Then I replied to him as I did, in the heat 
of temper. The court should take into con- 
sideration the circumstances. Mr. Barnes 
said I was suspicious of every one because 
every one was suspicious of me, and I was 
forced to violent language. I was sorry 
after it was over that I had lost my temper. 
I know it was unseemly to make the re- 
mark, but I was goaded to it by the Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney. I will pray an appeal 
from the fine of the court.” 

*“ Let the record show that an appeal has 
been prayed, but not granted,” observed 
Judge Smith, briefly. 

Then Attorney Kraus addressed the court: 

** Am I to be fined for proving he lied? Mr. 
Barnes said he wanted the certified copies 
of the proceedings of the West Park board 
substituted for the bound copies of the office 
of the board, because’ the latter were needed 
in the office. But the books did not go back 
to the office of the West Park board. They 
were kept right here incourt. His statement 
was false. Maybe I should have said Mr. 
Barnes fabricated.” 

Ex-Judge Moran interrupted here to in- 


quire if the court was going to pass upon his 


a al, or if the fines were to be entered. 

Sea Smith adjourned court abruptly until 
8 o’clock, saying he supposed that every 
one understood the fines were entered. 

Neither of the lawyers had the amount of 
the fines in his pocket, and State’s Attor- 
ney Deneen wrote out a check for the 
amount, and it was accepted by the clerk. 

The early hours of the day were unevent- 
ful, being devoted to the closing argument 
of State’s Attorney Deneen, who addressed 
the jury for over three hours. He urged the 
jurymen to consider only the facts and the 
evidence and the State would have no doubt 
that they would arrive at a penitentiary sen- 
tence for the ex-banker. 

Judge Smith in his instructions to the jury 
said: ‘“‘ The court instructs the jury that if 
a written notice was delivered to Dreyer, a 
demand in writing made by his successor, 
sufficient to apprise him that Blount was his 
successor, then the demand was legal, and 
if you believe that Dreyer received the de- 
mand and failed to pay over the funds as set 
forth then you must find him guilty.” 


| Story of the Case. 

The firm of E. S. Dreyer & Co. went under 
at the same time as the National Bank of 
Tilinois, on Monday, Dec. 21, 1896. On Jan- 
2. 1897, the receiver made a feport of the 
Dreyer concern’s apparent condition at the 
close of business on Dec. 19, 1896, which was 
the Saturday before the failure. This re- 
port showed resources aggregating $1,595.,- 
692 and liabilities to the amount of $1,489,432. 
Among the items scheduled as resources 
was E. 8S. Dreyer’s fine residence at Diversey 
avenue and Lake Shore drive, valued at 


$100,000. The liabilities were put down as

E. 8. Dreyer was then the treasurer of the 
West Park board, and had funds of the 
board in his possession on the day of the 
failure to the amount of $310,000. The board 
met in special session that evening to take:

est. Mr. Dreyer sent in his resignation, and 
it was accepted at cnce. George Schneider, 
Hempstead Washburne, and Philip Henrici 
were his bondsmen. 

The next day after the failure warrants 
were sworn out before Justice W. T. Hall 
by Frank E. Kennedy for the arrest of 
Dreyer and Robert Berger, his partner, 
charging them with embezzlement. Ken- 
nedy was a depositor in the Dreyer bank, 
and claimed that it took a deposit from him
